transmitting the determined status of each of the plurality of communication links from 
the source node in the source segment to each of the plurality of destination nodes in 
the destination network segment that generated the return message," which is 
considered in combination with other limitations, as specified, as in the independent 
claim 1. 

Regarding claims 12-16, the prior art fails to teach a system for improving 
availability comprising "for determining the status, at the source node in the source 
network segment, each of the plurality of communication links in response to the return 
messages, wherein determining the status comprises indicating a fault in one of said 
one or more path if the source node does not receive at least a predetermined number 
of return messages from each of the plurality of destination nodes in response to a 
predetermined number of test messages transmitted to each of the plurality of 
destination nodes; and a configuration update module in communication with the source 
node in the source network segment and the plurality of destination nodes in the 
destination network segment, the configuration update module transmitting the 
determined status of each of the plurality of communications links from the source node 
in the source network segment to each of the destination nodes in the destination 
network segment that provides the return message," which is considered in combination 
with other limitations, as specified, as in the independent claim 12. 
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Regarding claims 17 and 19, the prior art fails to teach a system for improving 
network availability in a segmented network comprising "said transmission means in 
response to a return message received from said destination nodes in the second 
network segment, determining status from said one or more paths; status update means 
for transmitting the determined status from said source node in the first network 
segment to each of the plurality of destination nodes in the second network segment 
that generated the return message; and fault indicating means for indicating a fault in 
one of said one or more paths if said source node does not receive at least a 
predetermined number of return messages from said destination nodes in response to a 
predetermined number of test messages transmitted to said destination nodes," which is 
considered in combination with other limitations, as specified, as in the independent 
claim 17.
